PUBLIC NOTICE 
New Delhi, lhe 14th April 1963 

Subject: —'Scheme for licensing of cotton textiles of restricted varieties for export 
to the U.S.A. during the year 1965-66. 

No. P.N. (U.S.A. Licensing)/2 of 1965.—1. This scheme relates to the export of 
tile restricted categories of cotton textiles of the ICTA Code No. 009 (sheeting, 
carded yarn), ICTA Code No. 018/019 (print cloth, shirting type, carded yam), 
ICTA Code No. 022 (twill and sateen, carded yarn), ICTA Code No. 026 (fabrics, 
n.e.s., carded yam, ducks only), ICTA Code No. 026 (fabrics n.e.s, carded yarn, 
other than ducks), and ICTA Code No. 031 (towels other than dish towels), from 
India to the U.S.A. under the quota for 1965-66. 

2. For purposes of licensing, the shipment period will be from 1st April 1965 to 
31st March 1966. 

3. Licences shall be valid for shipment from any port in India. 

4. Licences under the scheme shall be issued by the Joint Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, Bombay, on the basis of the quota certificates issued by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay (Texproeil) on the recommenda¬ 
tions of the U.S.A. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee. 

5. The U.S.A. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee consists of three represen¬ 
tatives nominated by the Indian Cotton Mills' Federation and three by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council and one representative each nominated by the 
Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay and the Textile Commis¬ 
sioner, Bombay. 
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6. Licences and quotas shall not be transferable without the express consent in 
writing of the U.S.A. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee. 

7. Quotas under each of the above restricted categories will be allotted in terms 
of the decisions taken from time to time by the U.S.A. Textiles Licensing Advisory 
Committee. 

8. All shipments of cotton textiles made during each month from any port in 
India shall be reported by the exporters concerned to the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council by the 10th of the subsequent month. 

9. A non-refundable charge of Rs. 2.50 per 10,000 sq. yards will be levied by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council for issue of the quotas. 

10. The U.S.A. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee is empowered to frame 
rules and regulations from time to time inter alia to provide for the conditions to 
be complied with by an applicant before he would be eligible to quota. 

11. The U.S.A. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee shall also (a) supervise 
the entire scheme, (b) keep watch over the performance from time to time, (c) In¬ 
terpret and give decisions on various matters arising out of the operation of the 
scheme, and (cl) make such changes in the scheme as the Committee may consider 
lit from time to time.
